Reference is made to a previous communication cap- 
tioned as above, dated September 29, 1966. 

The October 1, 1966, issue of "The Philadelphia In- 
dependent", a Philadelphia Negro-oriented weekly tabloid, 
carried an article entitled "Big Rights Rally Here October 
9th". ThU article reflects that Dr. MARTIN LUTHER KING 
and JAME^^IlEREDITH would be two of the speakers at a giant 
civil rights rally held at the Arena, 46th and Market Streets, 
Philadelphia, October 9th. This rally was being sponsored by 
the Interfaith-Interracial Council of the Clergy and was des- 
cribed by a leader of the group as the biggest, most fruitful 
rally ever held for the benefit of civil rights in Philadel-li 
phia. ^ 


This article further reflects that the proceeds 
from the rally will go toward a "MEREDITH Mississippi March”. 
The Interfaith-Interracial Council of the Clergy was founded 
by the Reverend Dr. WILLIAM L. BENTLEY, pastor of the Emmanuel 
Institutional Baptist Church, following the riots in North 
Philadelphia two years ago. This organization is comprised » i 
of clergy representing all races and religions in Philadel- 
phia.

The Baptist Ministers Conference had become inter- 
ested in those cases involving discrimination 
against Negroes and as Secretary, PATTEN frequently 
represented the Conference in connection with these 
cases. Frequently, the Civil Rights Congress was tt 
interested in these cases, too, and requested the 
Baptist Ministers Conference to work with it. 


The Civil Rights Congress (CRC) has been designated 
by the Attorney General of the United States pursu-j

In late 1951, Reverend PATTEN cooperated closely 
with JOHN HOLTON, Secretar/^of the CRC in Philadel- 
phia, in connection with the case of Reverend 
STANLEY HATCH, a Baptist minister from Wildwood, 

N. J., who was arrested on a complaint from a female 
parishioner and charged with rape. The CRC agreed 
to support hatch's case.

While arrangements were being made to employ a 
different attorney, JOHN HOLTON, Reverend HATCH, 
and Reverend WILLIAM L. BENTLEY, pastor of the 
Emmanuel Baptist Church, traveled to New York 
City to confer with WILLIAM L. PATTERSON, National 
Director of the CRC. The purpose of this visit 
was to receive PATTERSON *s approval for the CRC 
to assume financial responsibility for the HATCH 
case. As a result of this meeting, PATTERSON 
officially agreed that the CRC would wholeheartedly/i^ 
support the HATCH case.

That same evening 
KING, ABERNATHY, and LEE would fee joined by JAMES MEREDITH and 
participate in a civil rights rally at the Arena, 46th and 
Market Streets, Philadelphia, Pa. On Monday morning, KING was 
scheduled to attend a private meeting with THATCHER LONGSTRETH, 
President, Philadelphia Chamber of Commerce, and five other in- 
dustrialists. He was also scheduled to attend a luncheon of 
the Chamber of Commerce to honor Reverend WILLIAM L. BENTLEY. 
After lunch he was scheduled to participate in a dedication of., 
several homes in the 1800 block of Lambert Street, which were ^

On page 6 of the October 9, 1966, issue of "The 
Philadelphia Inquirer", a local Philadelphia newspaper, 
appeared an article entitled "MEREDITH Challenges Negroes 
to ’Shape Up’; KING Decries Violence". According to this 
article, JAMES MEREDITH, a lonesome traveler of the civil 
rights movement, and Reverend MARTIN LUTHER KING attended 
a rally on Sunday night, October 9, 1966, sponsored by the 
Interfaith-Interracial Council of the Clergy. At this rally 
MEREDITH stated the American Negro has a lot of "shaping up” 
to do before he can expect to live better. He told the 
Negro males to start acting like a man around the house, he 
admonished Negroes of both sexes to stay out of bars and 
look for work, and he urged the colored communities to strived 
for good schools instead of squabbling over integrated educa- 
tion . 


Following MEREDITH'S speech, KING advised the 1500 
people present that this black power thing has taught the 
Negro one thing, that is, that there are going to be some 
serious fights among the Negroes to determine where the Negro 
is going. According to KING, there is no separate black path 
to power and there is no separate white path to power. Power 
does not lie in Molotov cocktails, bricks, stones, or guns. 

If every Negro in the United States turns to violence, KING 
stated he would stand as a lone voice, saying that was not 
the way. He indicated he was sick and tired of violence. 

He also stated that the Negro needs the white man to free him if 
from his fears and the white man*<needs the Negro to free him v\ 
from his guilt. The destinies of the white and Negro are inter- 
twined whether the people like it or not.

Benjamin Franklin Hotel and attended by more than 300 community 
businessmen, KING stressed the need for an early solution to 
settle the differences between the white and Negro populations - 
of the country, which differences will create numerous social 
problems in every major city. 

This meeting was arranged to honor Reverend WILLIAM 
L. BENTLEY, pastor of the Emmanuel Institutional Baptist Church 
and President of the Interfaith-Interracial Council of the 
Clergy, on the celejbration of his 2 5th year as pastor. He 
was presented with a citation by THATCHER LONGSTRETH, Presi- 
dent, Chamber of Commerce. KING told the audience there is a 
trend in the nation toward a dangerous development in the major 
cities which threatens to turn them into Negro cities ringed by 
white suburbs. This situation can only invite disaster. 
According to KING, there are two Americas in existence today. 

One is a white America, which is beautiful and prosperous, 
while the other is the America of the Negroes, which is ugly^ 
brooding, defeated, and disappointed. Combined efforts must 
be taken to create one America for both whites and Negroes. 

The Negro is still at the bottom of the economic ladder and 
the situation has gotten worse in the last 25 years. This 
problem will become more serious with the advancement of auto- 
mation. KING cited the causes of the Negroes poor economic 
position to be underemployment and undereamings. He noted 
the average annual salary of white workers in the country is 
$6,874, while the Negro workers is $3,662. 


On page 9 of the October 11, 1966, issue of "The 
Evening Bulletin", a local Philadelphia newspaper, appeared 
an article entitled "Dr. KING Opens 2d Home Renovated by 
Clergy Council". This article reflects that KING partici- 
pated in the opening of a former slum house in the 1800 block 
of North Lambert Street, which was bought and remodeled by the 
Interfaith-Interracial Council of the Clergy. According to 
this article, this home was purchased by the organization, 
was remodeled, and will be sold to one of the poor Negro 
families in the neighborhood. As a nonprofit corporation, 
the organization can keep the cost of its houses down without 
cutting corners or quality, and it was indicated that these 
homes renovated by the Council can save the buyer thousands of 
dollars.

On page 4 of the October 11, 1966, issue of the "Daily 
News", a local Philadelphia newspaper, appeared an article en- 
titled "KING Skips Visit to Girard, Calls Demonstrations Vital". 
This article reflects that MARTIN LUTHER KING had completed a 
two-day visit in Philadelphia without visiting either Girard 
College with its renewed picketing for integration or the 
Kensington neighborhood of Philadelphia, which was marked by 
disturbances last week after a Negro family had moved in. KING 
indicated he did not go to Girard College because he was not 
asked but the situation must be dr^unatized by demonstrations 
because it is a matter that needs constant public attention. 

KING made no comment on the Kensington situation but on the 
subject of housing did state that people fear Negroes moving 
into their neighborhoods because they still believe in the 1/ 
erroneous stereotype Negro and that property values will depr^ 
ciate. 


KING stated that he thinks reports of a white backlash 
are exaggerated and suggested the people wait to see the resultaUL-.

On October 15, 1966, Stanley Levison, an adviser of 
llartin Luther King, Jr., President, Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference, was In contact with Bayard Rust in, 
another of King's advisers.

Hustln 
argued that King cannot continually put himself in the middle 
because this is the wrong position according to a large 
segment of the white liberals and the Negro middle class.

A confidential source, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, furnished information on October 15, 

1966 , which disclosed that Stanley Levison and Bayard Rustln 
(organizer of the March on Washington, I 963 ), were in contact 
on that date. Their contact was in regard to the craestion of ^ 
black power and a statement which appeared in "The Nev/ York ^ 
Times" on October l4, 1955, concerning this issue. The followfng 
is in substance what Levison and Rustln said: 

Levison said that when he asked Martin Luther King 
(President of the Southern Christian Leadership Conference) (SCLC) 
the reason for his positive reply to the question "Do you endorse 
the statement issued by other civil rights leaders", he replied,

A confidential source, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, ascertained on October 11 , I966, that 
a person whom the source believed to be Douglas Pugh, Assistant 
Executive Director of Haryou-Act, contacted Clarence Jones 
regarding the advisability of Pugh attending the meeting of 
r^rtin Luther King and his advisors to be held in Atlanta, 
Georgia, on October 13 > 1 ^^ 1966.

Another confidential source, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised on October 11 , I966, that on 
that date, Jones told Stanley Levlson that Douglas Pugh had 
informed him that (McGeorge) Bundy and the Ford Foundation are 
quite Interested in Martin Luther King and the SCLC.

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On October 1, 1966, a confidential source, who has 
furnished reliable information in the past, advised that 
Clarence Jones and Stanley Levlson were in contact on that^ 
date. Their conversation concerned the following: 

Jones re narked that he was |oing to Chicago, Illinois, 
later during the day (October 1, 1966;. He said he also learned 
that the benefit show which had been scheduled for the SCLC 
had been postponed due to the illness of Sanmiy Davis. Levison^^ 
remarked he was glad it had been postponed since very little 
effort had been expended to laake the show a success. 

Levi son mentioned that ^artin Luther King was in Atlanta 
and was very upset and depressed over events in the coxuitry. 

Levi son remarked that King had been talking and making speeches 
and did not know what he was saying, and as a result of King^s 
depression, Levi son said he suggested to King that he hold a 
three day conference with the Research Committee in New York or 
Chicago during the week of the tenth of this month* t 

King had agreed. This meeting, Levi son said, would be followed 
SCLC staff meetings. 

Jones remarked that talks were needed very much; that 
he personally had some arguments with some close friends of 
his; that while he felt very strongly that white racism was 
fundamentally the problem in terms of coalition with white 
forces in America, there was no person in the civil rights 
movement who ideologically was taking issue with Stokely 
Carmichael. He said he thought Carr.lchael was reaping political 
havoc, that he must be isolated as though he were a "black 
Trotskyite". Carmichael, Jones said, is insane and that nobody 
was going after him with a haim..er and tong and there was too 
much toleration of him. According to Jones, there comes a tin 
in a political movement when Vou have to call a spade a spade 
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and you have to fight for the supremacy of your theory; that if 
your theory is being attacked, you have to Isolate those people 
who are trying to destroy it. Levison and Jones concurred 
that what happened in Georgia (the nomination of Lester >^ddox 
to be the Democratic candidate for Governor) was incredible and 
did not n.ave to happen if ’’that idiot Stokely" did not start 
a riot in Atlanta. They agreed that Carmichael must be 
politically Isolated. If he is not, Jones said, he (Jones) 
could forsee no way of bringing about a successful alliance. ^ 
Levison opined that Carmichael, by leading a small group Into^m 
battle at the wrong time, did more damage to the civil rignts^* 
movement than one who was a paid agent could do. 

Levison disclosed to Jones that he went to Chicago, 
Illinois, earlier in the week and observed the SCLC active i: 
trying to organize hoL-ital workers and other service 
industries. In this regard, Levison said, the lUi- (Phonetic 
furnished them with ten full time organizers to organize the 
services. 

Jones inquired of Levison who is running the SCLC 
at this time. Levison said Hosea (Hosea Williams) is in 
charge of "Southern direct action"^ James Bevel, is director^^ 
of "Korthern direct action"; Dorothy Cotton is in charge of 
citizenship training, and Fred Bennett is in charge of public 
relations. 



According to Levison, while he was in Chicago, he 
met Gould haynard (Phonetic). Kaynard, Levison said, is 
working for Radio Free Europe and when he (Levison) remarked 
"I alv/ays had the feeling thkt Radio Free Lurope is a Fake", 
Kaynard replied, 'off the record, I agree with you' and then 
Illustrated how they don*t tell the truth on Radio Free Europe. 


SECR* 
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Andrew Young (Executive Director of the SCLC) Levi son 
said, is now rianning the SCLC and in his own style while dosea 
(.iosea Williams) and James Bevel are doing pretty much what they^^ 
want to do. 


Levi son said King had told him that a desperate need 
exists for a director in Chicago and that George Wiley is a 
possibility (Wiley was formerly with the Congress of Racial 
Equality) for the task. Furthermore, King cited financial 
problems as another burden of the SCLC, and suggested "we” 
get busy with benefits and freedom rallies. ^ 


Jones told of Kenneth Clark's desire to see King 
when he returns to New York. Levi son said he (Clark) had 
been working on two grants; one for the establisIXTent of a 
place, under the guise of a fellowship, where -'A crh-ts leaders cai 

go for rert, refl^ctic ' -r/J meetings. According . -o source, 

Levi son did not describe the other grant. Jones liCntloned 
that Clark is getting funds from the Ford Foundation. He 
also mentioned that Doug Pruitt (phonetic) went to the Ford 
Foundation and is scheduled to becoLe the special assistant to 
hcGeorge Bundy (Director of the Ford Foundation). Pruitt, 

Jones added, wants to get in touch with i.ost civil rights 
leaders to get their ideas on how the Ford Foundation can be 
most €ffec'*‘ive. Levison said Pruitt had mentioned to nlm 
that the >:/*.\ndation has an Interest in dealing with poverty 
in the ghetto. And as a consequence Levison remarked, the^^^ 

SCLC should develop some outlines and try for a response 
from the Foundation.

A news Item In "The Dallas Morning News" for 
September 26, 1966, disclosed that Dr. Martin Luther King 
had spoken before the International convention of Christian 
Churches (Disciples of Christ) at Dallas Memorial Auditorium 
on the night of September 25, 1966, after holding a press 
conference at Love Field, Dallas, upon his arrival In Dallas 
on the afternoon of the same day. 

A confidential source, who has furnished reliable 
information In thepist, advised on September 26, 1966, that 
members of the Dallas Unit, American Nazi Party (ANP) (See 
appendix), picketed briefly In front of Dallas Memorial 
Auditorium on the night of Septem^r 25, 1966. Source //^ 

Identified them as Jerald T.*^alraven, officer in charge of 
the Dallas Unit ANP; Alvls Nelr^r4lray; Johnny..Jllllhouse; and 
Dop^'Hock, the latter not knoim ;|fo be a member of the ANP as yet, 
but active to a limited extent In ANP affairs In recent weeks. 
Source stated all were taken by police to police headquarters 
and released. There was no vidence, no other groups demonstrating, 
and no arrests were made.

In his book "This Time The World," copyrighted in 1961, 
George Lincoln Rockwell identified himself as Commander, American 
Nazi Party of the World Union of Free Enterprise National 
Socialists (ANP - WUFENS) , Arlington, Virginia. 

The April 4, 1963, issue of "The Richmond News Leader," 
a Richmond, Virginia, daily newspaper, reported that George 
Lincoln Rockwell had, on the previous day, again applied for the 
American Nazi Party to be chartered in the State of Virginia, 
but this request was turned down by the Virginia State Corporation 
Commission. This action was taken pursuant to an act >of the 
1962 Virginia Assembly which prohibits use of "Nazi" or "National' 
Socialism" in a Virginia charter. This article further pointed 
out that Rockwell's Party is presently chartered in the State 
of Virginia as the George Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 4, 1964, a source advised that the ANP - WUFENS 
was organized by George Lincoln Rockwell as his residence in 
Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, 1959, as an international 
"National Socialist" movement based on the German Nazi Party headed 
by Adolf Hitler He added that Rockwell is the dominant force 
and personality in this party; that he is espousing a "line" of 
hatred against the Jews and Negroes; and that he is seeking, c .r 
through speeches, distribution 6f literature and picketing, to 
establish a cohesive and dominant political party in the United 
States and in foreign countries. . 

According to the "Stormtrooper ‘ s Manual," an official 
publication of the ANP, the phases of ANP struggle for power are 
fourfold, namely, first "to make ourselves known to the masses;" 
second, "the dissemination of our program and truth about the 
Party;" third, "organizing the people who have been converted 
to our propaganda;" and fourth., "the attainment of power through 
the votes of the newly-won masses."

On September 16, 1965, the Wource advised that George 
Lincoln Roclnrell believes he has completed the first three phases 
in his struggle for power and is now into the fourth stage, to 
wit, the "attainment of power through the votes of the newly-won 
masses." The source stated Rockwell believes this because of his 
success in gaining a place on the ticket in the November, 1965, 
gobernatorial election in the State of Virginia.

On July 28, 1966, a source furnished the following 
information: 

The Dallas Unit of the American Nazi Party (ANP) 
is a local chapter of the ANP, which has its national head- 
quarters in Arlington, Virginia. Robert Alan Surrey, a 
Dallas printing salesman, is Southwestern Regional Coordinator, 
and Jerald Thomas Walraven is the ’’Lieutenant" in charge 
of the Dallas Unit, ANP. 

As of July, 1966, the Dallas Unit consisted of 
an estimated 20 persons, of which about five persons were 
storm troopers. The Dallas Unit had no headquarters as of 
that time, but was using the mailing addresses P. O. Box 
22071 and P. O. Box 3980, Dallas, Texas. 

Activity consisted of meetings, held on a fairly 
regular monthly basis, of a social group and weekly meetings, 
held every Thursday night, of the storm trooper group. 
Demonstration activity was at a minimum because, according 
to statements made by Jerald Thomas Walraven, the Dallas 
ANP was so ill-prepared for such activity, being made up of 
such a small group of storm troopers, and the sloppy attitude 
of those storm troopers in the Dallas Unit.
